“ Now, I do not believe that there is any 


man who has any interest in cheaper 
transportation who will question 
the 


proposition that water transportation is 
50 per cent, cheaper than any other sort 
of transportation, and that water 
portation, in opposition to all other kinds 
of transportation, is the only t effective 
regulator of rates of transportation. 
W e 


all know that this question of inter State 
communication has been agitated, not 
only in the halls of Congress, but in our 
State Legislature for years and years.hut, 
I am sorry to say, it has produced no 
practical results as yet. The popular idea 
has been that the only way to effect re­ 
duction in rates of transportation was by 
competition, but the truth is that the 
more railroads we have, the less competi­ 
tion there is between them, for they pool 
their interests and even their earnings. 
Now, the question presents itself to the 
mind, if you can not get relief by Inter- 
State and Local Legislation, why not ap­ 
peal to Congress for the relief which we 
need? W e ask for water transportation, 
and why? Because that will furnish the 
remedy 
for the evil. 
You construct 


what is popularly know as the Hennepin 
Canal, thereby connecting the waters of 
the Great Lakes with the Mississippi 
River, and I know that the entire valley 
of the Mississippi and all the people west 
of it both the producer and the consum­ 
er, the merchant and the manufacturer, 
will find that relief which he is now seek­ 
ing for in vain. 
And why is this so? 


Take anthracite coal, for an example. 
Pennsylvania has the monopoly of it. 
That coal is brought here, a thousand 
miles, for from 50 to 60 cents per ton. 
What does it cost to land it in the Miss­ 
issippi Valley? Two dollars per ton. You 
give me that canal and I will land that 
coal in the Mississippi Valley f«r 25 cents 
a ton. 
But suppose you paid 50 cents a

saving of $1.50 per ton-a saving to the 
entire Northwest of millions of dollars' 
What is true of coal is also true of oil, o 
nails, of glass; of every possible kind o 
heavy merchandise or manufactures, in 
short.

A c co u n t o f a V icto ry Over T hem . 
M. Cambrelent, Inspecto r o f Pu blic 
Wo rks, has made a repo rt to the Ag­ 
ricu ltu ral 
So ciety o f France o n the 
» u bject o f the du nes in the landes o f 
Gasco ny . 
These sand hills co v er a 
mrface o f mo re than 8 5,000 hectares; 
they are mo re than 8 0 metres high 
ind 5 to 6 kilo metres wide. 
Befo re a 
metho d o f arresting these was disco v ­ 
ered they were being co nstantly pu shed 
inland by the winds, inv ading and co v - 


3ring fields, v illages, and ev en bu ry ing 
chu rches u p to their to wers. 
In 17 8 0 
Bremo ntier so u ght to render them im­ 
mo v able by planting them, after many 
ex periments designed to dev elo p a pri­ 
mary v egetatio n. 
His wo rk has been 
co ntinu ed with perserv erance, and it 
is o nly recently that it has been co m­ 
pleted, and these 8 5,000 hectares, which 
menaced all the co u ntry adjo ining, 
hav e been co v ered with a rich fo rest 
v egetatio n wdiicli has fix ed the du nes 
in o ne place. 
A great pu blic danger 
lias 1 een co nv erted into a large fo rest. 
B u t tbis wo rk, which renders perma* 
nent du nes already ex isting, has no t 
prev ented the sea fro m thro wing u p o n 
the co ast new sand day by day , which 
fo rms du nes, which, in their tu rn, in­ 
v ade perm anent du nes. 
After hav ing 
fix ed the o ld sand-hills, the pro blem 
was to prev ent the fo rmatio n o f new' 
o nes. 
To so lv e this it was decided to 
co nstru ct a du ne abo v e high water, in 
which all the co nditio ns o f the mo v a­ 
ble du nes wo u ld bo rev ersed. 
The 
fo rm giv en to the latter by the wind is 
su ch that o n the side o f tlio sea they 
present a gentle slo pe, which the sand 
can mo u nt easily as o n an inclined 
plane, in o rder to fall do wn a steep de­ 
cline. 
It is by the gentle slo pes fo rm­ 
ing a series o f inclined planes that the 
sand mo v es fo rward. 
The fo rmatio n 
o f the newr du ne was enco u raged, bu t 
it was directed in su ch a manner that 
it had a steep slo pe o n the side o f the 
sea. 
To secu re that a wo o den palisade 
was erected 
abo u t 120 metres away 
fro m the sea, 
alo ng the sho re. 
Tlio 
sand first stru ck 
against this in its 
pro g ress and fell at its fo o t, a po rtio n 
o f it escaping thro u gh the interstices 
left between the planks. 
rl he latter 
was carried so no distance by the fo rce 
o f tlio wind and fell, fo rming slight 
slo pes, while tlio sand which fell at the 
fo o t o f the palisade o n tho side near 
tho sea fo rmed a steep incline, 
bo o n 
tiiis reached the to p o f the pahsa le, 
and then tho planks were drawn by 
means 
o f special implement to the 
needed height, and the fo rmatio n e n- 
tinu ed as befo re, the slo pe o n the side 
o f the sea gro wing steeper, while the 
o ther g( t mo re and mo re gentle. 
Ulti- 
mately the du ne reached su ch a height- 
(generally ten to twelv e metres) that 
the sand can no lo nger get o v er it, and 
it is definitely arrested between the 
barrier and the sea. 
It ialls back o n 
the sho re, u nable to adv ance, u ntil co u - 
fcrary winds co me and blo w it o u t to 
sea again. 
Tq fix the sand o n the 
o ther side o f the barrier, the Aru ndo 
arenaria is planted. 
The ro o ts pene­ 
trate to a depth o f fo u r o r fiv e metres, 
and tho plant alway s keens its head 
abo v e the increasing sand. 
The re­ 
su lts o btained by this new du ne (say s 
M. Chambrelent) hav e been co mplete. 
The mo st v io lent sto rms hav e no t been 
able to carry tho sand o v er it; the lat- 
v er has fallen back o n the sho re in­ 
no cu o u s, and the adv ance o f the inex ­ 
hau stible sand co ming fro m the sea has 
been abso lu tely arrested.

The upper part of the 
petticoat is fashioned of a close-drawn 
scarf of velvet with a turned-back rever 
of silk. 
The long ends of this velvet 
scarf apparently form the side* of the 
train, with pointed silk rovers taken 
down the full length. 
A long breadth 
of the silk falling betwoen the folds of 
velvet forms the center of the train, 
and is 
caught high in two bouffant 
puffs over the lower edge of the bodice, 
which in velvet, with a narrow plaited 
silk vest set in the front, from which 
velvet rovers turn back. 
Instead oi 
buttons or lacings of cord 
the bodice 
is fastened by a series of rich clasps 
taken over the plaited vest. The clasps 
are six in number and are in the form 
of slender birds’ heads, with a bow- 
knot ex tended across from 1 ill to bill. 
Tlio design is wrought in 
the very 
finest of cut steels, that glisten like tiny 
diamonds. 
The velvet s ’eevtH are el­

Gloves and fan correspond in 
color as nearly as possibles, and furn­ 
ish a costume in which the combina­ 
tion is at once peculiar and effective.

This was to have boon the lirst step to­ 
ward Hus ian d» >minanco in all the Hlav 
states of the Balkan peninsula. 
At the sarao inomont of tha receipt of 
this information dispatches came from Con­ 
stantinople showing that the porta has 
made known to the British arnbassalor its 
reasons for believing that the 11 .»u mol ian 
revolt was originally fomontod by llussia, 
though Princo Alexander, by a treacherous 
raoveiiiont, has temporarily secure I for 
himsolf tlio advantage of it

the porto’s advice, Knsda intended t > make 
proarrangol revolt, the excuso for bringing 
about another war with Turkey with the ob­ 
ject of securing control of the J Ialkan states.

were devastated, many houses totally de­ 
stroyed, and several persons killed 
and 
wounded. 
The tornadoes evidently pursued parallel 
tracks from southwest to northeast 
The wind-wave which swept north from 
the we tern confine of the state apparently 
crossed the 
Mississippi a t some point near 
New Canton, passing through Pittsfield, the 
capital of Pipe county, 
over the Illinois 
river, ¡-eat of Ver-ailles, and on through 
Brown, Scott, Morgan, Menard, and Logan 
into M cLean county, where it expended its 
force shortly after having left Bloomington 
behind. 
The cyclone of the eastern part of the 
state whirled along the Wabasb. 
How long 
the distance it traversed, or how great the 
disaster it spread, can only be conjectured. 
A special train from Carmi, 
the county 
seat of W h ite county, 
only briefly de­ 
scribes the scene; and from other points it 
was impos ible to get advices, owing to the 
prostration of the telegraph wires.

There is now in progress in Merced 
County, California, a great irrigating 
canal. 
Merced, the 
capital of the 
county, lies in the heart of the San 
Joaquin Valley, which has been for 
some years the chief wheat-producing 
section of the State. 
The v alley ex­ 
tends from the Sierra Xev adas 011 the 
east to the skirt of the Coast liange on 
the west, its 
greatest width being 
ninety miles, and its length from north 
to south about forty miles. 
The town 
of Merced is expected to make enor 
mous strides when the canal is com­ 
pleted. 
The first sight of the ditch 
suggests the earthworks of a fort, the 
ground being ridged up f*om six to 
eight feet, 
There are three hundred 
men at work on the canal. The under­ 
taking was begun 
0 11 March It, 18813, 
and has been carried 
011 continuously 
• 
* 
ev er since. 
The canal xv ill run across 
the country from the Merced Kiv er 
just abov e Knelling to Tlainsburgh, 
ten miles below the city of Merced, 
011 
the Southern Pacific Jiailroad. 
The 
slope during this whole distance is a 
gradual one, and the canal is carried 
well up on a slight elev ation, so that 
without artificial means the water will 
flow ov er the wide extent of lev el v al- 
ley land which is to be irrigated. 
'he 
entire length of the canal will be thirty- 
fiv e miles, of which sixteen miles are 
now completed. 
I 
11 the portion which 
lias been built there is one tunnel a 
trifle ov er a mile long, and another of 
sixteen hundred feet is now being ex­ 
cav ated. 
The general grade of the 
canal is one foot to the mile. 
Among 
the hands employed are 150 Chinese. 
Thov receiv e Si a dav and board them- 
o 
*> 
selv es, while the white men receiv e sin 
a month and their board. The Chinese 
liv e in a camp by themselv es, and run 
their own commissariat, 
Tho company 
which lias charge of the enterprise has 
expended already nearly $7 00,000, and 
it is roughly estimated that the entire 
cost of the work will be double that 
sum. 
Land on the banks of the canal, 
which was prev iously v alued at $2,50 
per acre, has now adv anced to $8 per 
acre, and the owners claim that it is 
worth $05 per acre, 
( ’lost1 to the town 
of Merced, howev er, land cannot be 
bought for less than $150 per acre.
